President’s Advice to Young Men. 


' It is not what comes into a man’s mouth — 
“but what goes out of it that counts. 

You cannot retain your self-respect if 
you are loose and foul of tongue. A man 
who is to lead a clean and honorable life 
must inevitably suffer if his speech like- 
wise is not clean and honorable, 

The future welfare of the nation de- 
pends upon the way in which we can com- 
bine in our men—in our young men—de- 

_eency and strength. 

There is no good of your preaching to 
‘your boys to be brave if you run away; 
there is no good of your preaching to them 

to tell the truth if you do not. 

‘How often you see some young fellow 
who boasts that he is going to “ see 
life,” meaning by that he is going to see 
that part of life which it is a thousand- 
fold better if it remain unseen, 

Unless there is a spirit of honesty in a 

man, unless there is a moral sense, his 


courage, his strength, his power but make 
‘him a dangerous creature in our life—a 
man, whether from the standpoint of our 
social or political systems, to be feared 
and to be hunted down. 
‘In civil life, the greater a man’s ability, | 
| if it is not combined with the moral sense, 
the more dangerous that man as a une 
‘the worse he is as a citizen, 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 16.—[Special.}—The 
ambition of some young men to “ see life,”’ 
as they call it, when what they mean is to 
see the things better left unseen, was de-, 
clared by President Roosevelt, in an address 
here today, one of the dangerous tendencies 
of the times. 

In his address, which was delivered ae the 
quarterly meeting of the Society of the Holy 
Name of Bracklyn and Long Island, a Roman 
Catholic order, the president took as his 
theme decency of speech and conduct. He 
urged upon his hearers the necessity of good 
example to the youth of the country, and 
insisted that it is no use to preach one thing: 
and do the contrary. 

‘The president dweit upon the fact that, 
unless a man was moral and honest, his 


-the more dangerous to the world. 


| Crowd Braves Rain to Listen. 

‘More than 2,000 persons, chiefly men, heard 
the president’s address. Special trains 
brought hundreds of members of the society 
to Oyster Bay from Brooklyn and western 
Long island. Threatening weather kept 
many away, but, although a light rain fell 
during the exercises, the crowd remained 
banked about the flag decked stand’ on a 
beautiful hill opposite St. Dominic’s Roman 
Catholic church. 

As President Roosevelt drove up to the 
stand in a closed carriage, accompanied by 
Capt. W. H. Brownson, superintendent of the 
nav al academy; Secretary Barnes, and a 
representative of the society, he was accord- 
ed an enthusiastic reception, a band, the. 
while, playing ‘* Hail to the Chief.”’ 

After the audience had sung “ America,” 
Father Powers, rector of St. Dominic’s, intro- 
duced the president in a felicitous speech, in 
Which he spoke of the esteem in which Mr. 
Roosévelt is held by the Roman Catholics of 
this country. 

, President Welcomes Visitors. 
‘When President Roosevelt rose to speak 
he was greeted with cheers and it was quite 
a minute before he was able to proceed. In 
his address he said: 

“Tam particularly glad to see such a 80- 
 diety as this flourishing as your society has 
flourished, because the future welfare of 
dur nation depends upon the way in which 
we can combine in our men—in our young 
men—decency and strength. Just this morn- 
ing, when attending service on the great 
battleship Kearsarge, I listened to a sermon 
addressed to the officers and enlisted men 
of the navy, in which the central thouglit 
was that.each American must be a good 
man or he could not be a good citizen. And 
one of the things dwelt upon in that sermon 
was the fact that a man must be clean of 
mouth as well as clean of life—must show. 
by his words as well as by his actions his 
fealty to the Deity and to the Savior if he 
was to be what we have a right to expect 
from men wearing the national uniform. 


Appeals to the Strong Man. 

**We have good scriptural authority for 
the statement that it is not- what comes into 
a man’s mouth, but what goes out of it, that 
counts. I am not addressing weaklings, or 
I, should not take the trouble. to come here. 
| “*] ask you to remember that you cannot 
retain your self-respect if you are loose and 
foul of tongue; that a man who is to lead 
a clean and honorable life must inevitably 
suffer if his speech likewise is not clean and 
honorable.

FISH LAUDS TRUSTS 


Railway Magnate Says Public Is 
Gainer by the Combines. 


MERGING SURE TO SPREAD. 


Competition Declared Certain When a 
Big Corporation Is Unjust. 


i 

New York, Aug. 16.—[Special.]—That trusts 
are inevitable and that they benefit the peo- 
ple as much as the owners were two points 
insisted upon by Stuyverant Fish, president 
of the Illinois Central railway, in a statement 
on big combinations given out today. Mr. 
Fish said: > 

*t Consolidations and mergers will continue 
right along, but the railroads never will be 
controlled by one man, neither will the gov- 
ernment take control of them. These con- 
solidations are aimed to secure greater 
economy and shoul bring about lower 
rates. 

‘You can no more prevent consolidations 
in the interest of economy than you can 
make water run up hill. The right way to 
do is to let the railroads consolidate or merge 
all they ‘want to, then let the people look 
after the tariff rates and taxation. 

‘‘Consolidations are bound to continue. 
There are at present some 800 railroad com- 
panies, and these will sooner or later be 


‘merged into twenty or thirty corporations— 


it is the inexorable logic of events. 


Bound to Reduce Prices. 

“A well managed trust always will de- 
crease prices, if it does not it will invite new 
competitors in the field. The tendency of the 
times is to economize and utilize everything 
possible. The Illinois Central railroad is a 
consolidation of some fifty small lines. When 
the company took over the Yazoo and Missis- 


sippi railroad we saved in clerk hire alone’ 
in one year about $30,000, which pays the in- 


terest on $1,000,000 at 3 per cent, 

“Consolidations are a good thing. The 
two states in the union that have prospered 
most are New York and Pennsylvania, and 
in each there is practically only one big 
jrailroad corporation. This shows that a 
well managed merger is beneficial to all par- 
ties, the public and the promoters, 


Sees No Danger to Public. P 

* There is no danger to be feared from them 
at all. The trusts are bound to comé, and, if 
well managed, will not only earn money for 
themselves but will give the public lower 
prices. If,the beef trust or the steel trust 
raise prices without good reason they will 
defeat their own ends by inviting the forma- 
tion of new companies. 

* Business on the Illinois Central has been 
increasing right along and our July earnings, 
as compared with those of last year, show a 
gain of $500,000. The cry is for more cars 
and better facilities for handling our traffic. 
I have just closed a contract for 1,000 more 
cars and some new engines and we are rush- 
ing improvements along our line. We will 
put down a double track from Chicago to St. 
Louis as soon as possible. 

“ We have all we can do to finish up the 
work already mapped out in double tracking 
end the improvement of our terminal facil- 
ities. 

“Many eastern people have little concep- 
tion of the great growth and progress of the 
west. The flurry in the stock market does 
not affect things out our way.”

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BAN ON BACHELORS. 


Mayor of Hammond Asks That 
None Be Employed There, 


“ASSERTS THEY HARM CITY. 


Requests Business Men to Hire Only 
Builders of Homes. 


Cupid's right bower, Mayor Knotts of Ham- 
mond, has again championed the cause of 
matrimony. Bachelors, says the mayor, are 
a detriment to a community, while niarried 
men are valuable assets. In an appeal just 
issued he asks the merchants and manufac- 
turers of the city to employ married men 
only. Mayor Knotts declares that single men 
are the chief fomenters of labor troubles; 
that they are reckless, and, as a rule, do a 
town more harm than good. 


Boycott on Unmarried Men. 

Mayor Knotts a year ago offered to marry 
free all couples residing in Hammond and 
to give them moral and other support in 
establishing their homes. He finds that his 
offer has not had the desired effect, for few 
couples have applied to him. Then he evolved 
the idea of boycotting bachelors and placing 
a premium on married men, so on Saturday 
he mailed to the heads of every business and 
manufacturing enterprise in Hammond an 
open letter pleading with them to employ 
only married men and to keep single men on 
probation only in case they showed an in- 
clination toward matrimony. | 

Mayor Knotts’ letter is in part as follows: 

“It is a well established fact that the city 
receives little taxes from people who do not 
own their own homes and are not permanent- 
ly identified with the city. It also is well 
known that when we have, by’ the ex- 
penditure of much time, labor, and money 
succeeded in locating an industry in this 
city men rush in from other localities to be 
employed in such industry, but do not be- 
come permanently identified or interested in 
the community. 


Lead in Labor Troubles. 


“They are usually the first to create dis- 
satisfaction between the employer and the 
employé, the hardest to control in time of 
disturbances, and when misfortune comes 
as a result of their agitation they leave the

‘*T feel assured that if we can secure the co- 
operation of the employers of labor we can 
rapidly increase our home owning popula- 
tion, lessen the burden of taxation, and bring 
peace and continued prosperity to our city, 
and at the same time, extend many favors 
and advantages to the employersof labor and 
secure to them immunity from thoughtless, 

vexatious, and illegal troubles’ with their 
labor.” 
Says Plan Will End Strikes. 

The mayor closes his letter with an appeal 
to the manufacturers and merchants to call 
a meeting and take steps looking, to the em- 
ployment of married men only in their fac- 
tories and stores. This, he declares, will 
end the labor troubles of the town and raise 
the standard of citizenship, give stability of 
purpose to the town itself, and do a lasting 
good. Married men, he concludes; become 
permanent citizens, working for the good of 
the community. He argues that the manu-» 
facturers, having received great benefits 
from the town of Hammond, should recipro- 
cate by employing the married men and giv- 
ing them preference at all times.

ised reforms. 

The most precise ce dates, places, and 
names of persons are given in the memoran- 
dum, the whole constituting a terrible cate- 
gory of murder, torture, incendiarism, pil- 
lage, and general oppression committed by 
the Ottoman soldiers and officials. 

These particulars were obtained entirely 
from official sources, such as the reports of 
the consuls and agents of the Bul- 


the kish authorities. 


to the Porte. 


The Bulgarian government guarantees the 
absolute truth of every statement and chal- 
lenges the porte to disprove a single charge 
made in the memorandum. 

The memorandum has made a strong im- 
pression in diplomatic circles. The Austrian 
diplomatic agent has already called on the 
premier to express his anxiety regarding the 
results that may ensue from its publication. 
The French and Italian agents also expressed 
uneasiness, although they took a less gloomy 


view. 
Details of the Indictment. 

The memorandum begins by stating that 
during the last three months the Ottoman 
government has taken a series of measures 
with the alleged intention of inaugurating 
the era of promisea reform and of assuring 
peace and tranquillity to the Bulgarian pop- 
ulation of European Turkey, but which have 
had the contrary effect of further exasper- 
ating this population and reviving the revo- 
lutionary movement. 

Instead of proceeding solely against per- 
sons guilty of breaches of the public order, 
the military and civil authorities have sought 
every possible pretext to persecute, terrorizé, 
and rtin the Bulgarian inhabitants, alike in 
the Jarge cities and in the smal) villages. 

Wholesale massacres, individual murders, 
the destruction of villages, the pillaging and 
setting fire to houses, the arrests, ill treat- 
ment, tortures, arbitrary imprisonment, and 
banishment, the closing and disorganizing of 
churches and schools, the ruining of mer- 
chants, the collection of taxes for many 
years in advance—such, proceeds the memo- 
randum, are among the acts of the Ottoman 
administration of the vilayets of Salonica, 
Monastir, Uskub, and Adrianople. 

Prisons Are Filled. 

The memorandum next relates in detaila 
number of such cases in each vilayet. Bes 
ginning with the vilayet of Salonica, it states 
that in the town of Salonica itself the Bul- 
garian professors of the university, the 
students, and shopkeepers—in fact, all the 
intelligent Bulgarians in the city—have been 
cast into prison. 

One hundred and twenty soldiers entered 
the village of Gorna-Ribnitza on May 19 
and tortured to death five men and two 
women, 

During the first three weeks of July twenty- 
five villages in the district of-Tivesch were 
subjected to the depredations of the Turkish 
soldiers and, bashi-bazouks. The villagers 
were beaten and tortured, the women vio- 
lated, and the houses plundered while the 
administrative authorities looked on, 

In the vilayet of Monastir artillery bom-« 
barded and razed the flourishing town of 
Smerdesch, the 300 houses being left a neay 
of ruins.

many of their inhabitants, 


| Reign of Persecution. 


In the vilayet of Uskub the entire Bul- 


garian population has been systematically 
persecuted since last May. The director of 
the normal school at Uskub was imprisoned 
because his library contained the “ revolu-« 
tionary" works of “Othello” and “ Led 
Miserables.”” 

In the districts of Palanka, Koschani, Kou- 
manovo, and Gostigar the prisons are filled 
with Bulgarian priests, schoolmasters, and 
merchants. During June the soldiers and 


bashi-bazouks terrorized the inhabitants of 


the Sehtif district, torturing the people with 
red hét irons. Similar atrocities perpetrated 
in the vilayet of Adrianople are cited. 


Altogether the memorandum gives particu< 


lars of no less than 131 individual and general 
cases of exceSses and outrages committed by} 
the Turkish authorities,

In addition to the decree banishing the Bul- 
garian tradesmen from Constantinople and 
Salonica, the porte adopted measures to ruin 
the traders elsewhere. The governor of 
Monastir issued an order April 23 forbidding 
bulgarians to go abroad or even to Constan- 
tinople. This order was interpreted to pre- 
vent Bulgarians going to any large city and

**In an address which I delivered before 
the American Bar association at Detroit 
some years since I advocated doing away 
with appeals in criminal cases. It did not 
meet the favor of the association, but I still 
believe in its wisdom. | 

** For nearly a hundred years there was no 
appeal from the judgment of conviction of 
criminal cases in our federal courts, and no 


-review except in a few cases in which, two 


judges sitting, a difference of opinion on a 
question of law was certified to the Supreme 
court. 

‘In England the rule has been that there 
was no appeal in criminal cases, although a 
question of doubt might be reserved by the 
presiding judge for the consideration of his 
brethren. ‘E. J. Phelps, who was minister to 
England during Mr. Cleveland's first ad- 
ministration, once told me that while he was 
there only two cases were soreserved. Does 
any one doubt that justice was fully ad- 
ministered by the English courts? 


One Excuse for Lynching. 

“Tt is sald in extenuation of lynching in 
case of assaults on women that it is an addi- 
tional cruelty to the unfortunate victim to 
compel her to go upon the witness stand and 
in the presence of a mixed audience tell the 
story of her wrongs, especially when she may 
be subject to cross examination by over- 


story of her wrongs, and if she does survive 
she must tell it to some, and the whole com- 
munity knows the fact. Even in the court- 
reom any high minded judge will stay coun- 
sel from any unnecessary cross examination, 
and finally, if any lawyer should attempt it 
the community may treat him as an outcast.

AGAINST THE PRINCIPLE. 


Action Follows a Report on the Govern- 
ment Printing Office Dispute and 
President Roosevelt Will Be Asked 
to Discharge Foreman Miller—More 
Radical Proposition Is Defeatea — 
Executive Body Will Investigate 
Strike at E. A. Rysdon & Co.'s Plant. 


; Open shops, as advocated by the various 
employers’ associations of the country, were 
denounced in the Chicago Federation of 
Labor yesterday, and a committee was ap- 
’ pointed to draw up a formal declaration of 
why they should be abolished. 

The position of the delegates became still 
more proneunced when they indorsed the 
fight the machinists aré making against H. 
W. Caldwell & Sons, who will not agree to 
hire union men exclusively. To prevent this 
struggle from getting into the courts the fed- 
eration advised the strikers to refrain from 
violence. 
This stand against the open shop policy— 
taken formally for the.first time—revives the 
issue that caused the long strikes of the 
waiters, cooks, laundry workers, and car- 
riage makers. It means that hereafter or- 
ganized labor will be in direct conflict with 
the Employers’ association. 


Two Reports on Miller Case. 
The central body was forced to face the 
open shop problem, much against the will of 
some of its leaders. President W. G. Schardt 
and Vice President Thomas Kennedy were 
not present, and the radicals had control. 
They seized their opportunity when a com- 
mittee, ordered to investigate the reinstate- 


binding department of the government print- 
ing office at Washington, made its report. 
The majority of the committee, consisting 
of T. P. Quinn and George W. Geary, asked 
that the federation confine its action in the 
matter to a letter asking President Roose- 
velt to discharge Miller on the grounds of 
“common decency.’’ The minority, through 
Honoré Jaxon, wanted such a letter sent, but 
amplified by a denunciation of the president's 
advocacy of the open shop principle. 

“The statement of President Roosevelt is 
an open challenge to organized labor,” saic 
Jaxon. “If we avoid it the public will say 
we are afraid to meet it. From every city 
and town in the country the president has 
been praised by the capitalists for his stand. 
He has taken these plaudits as due him, and 
his position shows clearly how the wind is 
blowing.”

Workers Strike at Davidsen Bros.’ 
Plant to Enforce Their Demands for 
a Close Agreement, and Other Firms

FOR THE CITY OF CHICAGO. 


Celebrations by Historical Society and 


Others—Ministers Preach Sermons 
on Municipal Growth and Needs. 


The centennial anniversary of the perma- 
nent settlement of Chicago is today. It will 
be celebrated by the Chicago Historical so- 
ciety and by Pain’s Rome.” The occasion 
served yesterday as a text for several ser- 
mons. 

In St. Paul’s Reformed Episcopal church 
Bishop Fallows said: 

“ The 100th birthday of Chicago occurs to- 
morrow. A small trading post in a tiny In- 
dian village was its genesis. Then, by grad- 
ual steps it became a fort and settlement. 
Then, at a rapid speed it emerged into a 
growing town. Then, with gathering energy 
it kept leaping forward asa city, adding ter- 
ritory to territory, increasing in numbers, 
outvying itself, astonishing its mose ardent 
friends, silencing the croakers, transcending 
all prophecies, rising a new Chicago out of 
the ashes of the old, instinct with every at- 
tribute of push and pull, until today it is one 
of: the wonders of the world. 

‘It is cosmopolitan in its character, cath- 
olic in its spirt,; controlling in its commerce. 
It is next to the metropolis in its colossal 
combinations of capital, and surpasses it in 
the colossal ‘ cheek” just brought to light of 
its contractors, material furnishers, and la- 
borers in their secret compact to ° hold up ‘ 
both the city and the public. 

“Tt is the great storm center of trades 
unionism, and its new labor organizations 
have taken away the breath of all conserva- 
tive labor leaders by their rapidity in starting 
strikes.” 

The Rev. W. H. Carwardine, speaking in 
the Ada Street Methodist church, said: 

‘‘'The problems of Chicago are the problems 
of the nation. In the coming centennial’ we 
must.not forget to recognize the influence of 
Christianity in church and school in the life 
of the city. The leavening influences for 
good are potentin our municipality. The ties 
of evil are strong; but the righteous, human- 
itarian, and broad spirited elements in our 
citizenship are capable, if exerted right, of 
overcoming the evil tendencies and working 
out the fulfillment of noble purposes in our 


civic life.”

GORMAN WILL NOT FIGHT

Leader of Democracy in Senate Not in 

Favor of Opposition by Minority That 
Will Kill the Majority Measure. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 16.—[Speciat.]— 
W hen the United States senate again plunges 
into a discussion of the financial questions 
Senator Arthur P. Gorman, leader of the 
democracy in congress and its possible can- 
didate for the presidency, will not be found 
among those members of the minority mak- 
ing factious opposition to the remedial legis- 
lation. 

lt is altogether probable before the extra 
session convenes that Gorman will call a con- 
ference of the minority leaders and urge 
them to abandon the attitude of opposing 
anything and everything in the way of finan- 
cial measures offered by the majority party.

YOUNG JEW SWAYS RABBIS 
TOWARD ZIONIST MOVEMENT. 


Makes Eloquent Plea in Behalf of Op- | 
pressed Race to Orthodox Gathering 
—Induces Them to Take Up Issue. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 16.—[{Special.}—In 
response to the eloquent plea of Israel Her- 
bert Levinthal, the 15 year old son of the 
tabbi in chief of the orthodox Jews in 
this city, on behalf.of his oppressed race in 
eastern Europe, the members of the Union 
of Orthodox Rabbis of America, at their an- 
nual meeting this afternoon decided to take 
positive action tomorrow regarding the ac- 
ceptance by them of political Zionism as the 
Jewish issue. 

The boy arose during a lull in the proceed- 
ings and made his plea in the name of fifty 
boys, like himself members of the Zionistic 
society, favoring the return of Jews to 
Palestine. 

The assembly of rabbis, though surprised, 
listened to the address with great interest, 
His argument for the necessity of action 
being taken by the represeritative body of 
orthodox Jewish leaders of America was so 
convincing that they voted to discuss the 
Zionistic movement tomorrow, though it had 
no place in the origiqal program.

According to Congressman Joseph G. Can- 
non, he has not given Goy. Yates any advice 
as to the advisability of his being a candidate 
for renomination nor is he likely to give such 
advice, unless he is asked. Should that con- 
tingency occur the speaker of the next house 
is willing to meet it, but he ls averse to telling 
in advance what his advice would be. ; 

As to currency legislation at the cdming

EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS FELT

All agree it was 
a jar rather than a trembling of the earth, 
but so violent that houses shook as if they 
were to fall.

gallows. Elevén mef favored hanging, but 
the twelfth juror was more tender hearted 
and had his way, as the one man who stands 
out against eleven often does. All things 
considered the prosecuting attorney ought 
to be satisfied. If the trial had been held 
in Breathitt county, as the first one was, 
there would have been another mistrial. 
The local influence of the feudists who 
prompted the assassination would have hung 
the jury. It was necessary to try the case 
in another circuit to get a conviction. A 
precedent has been set which will be fol- 
lowed in future cases where a fair trial can- 
not be had in the county where the crime 
is committed. There have been twenty- 
seven assassinations in Breathitt county 
since 1867, not one of the perpetrators of 
which has been brought to justice. That 
encouraged the men who murdered Marcum 
to believe that théy would not be punished. 
Their fate probably will have a potent influ- 
ence and it may be that the thought of the 
two men slowly wearing their lives out in 
prison will exert more influence than would 
their execution.. The rude mountaineer who

SMALL ASSETS AND LARGE LIABILITIES. 

The estimated cost of reproduction of the 
physical property of the north and 
west side street railroad systems, exclusive 
of the Van Buren street tunnel, is $22,- 
200,000. The estimated present, value 
of the property for electric railway purposes 
to any corporation in a position to utilize it 
and se!] the parts which have become obso- 
lete is $15,000,000. 

So much for the tangible assets, and now 
for the liabilities. The bonded indebted- 
ness of the west side system, exclusive of 
tunnel bonds, is $16,400,000. There is a 
contingent liability of $3,880,000 by reason 
of the guarantee of the principal and inter- 
est of the bonds of some outlying electric 
-lines. There is also a floating debt of 
61,000,000. .The north side system has a 


bonded debt of $7-800,600 and a floating 


debt of $2,300,000. It has guaranteed the 
bonds of feeder lines for $1,200,000. .. 
The value of the tangible property is $22,- 
200,000 according to one estimate and $15,- 
000,000 according to another. The bonded. 
indebtedness of the two systems is $24,200,- 
000. The tota! doating debt is $3,300,000. 

Evidently the tangible assets are not suffi- 
cient to pay the debts. 

The west ‘side company is capitalized 
for $13,100,000, and the Passenger railway, 
which it controls, for $1,300,000. The capi- 
talization of the north side road is $7,900,- 
000. This is a total of $22,300,000. The 
capitalization, like the bonded debt, exceeds 
the fair cash value of the tangible assefs. 
One is drawn to th® conclusion that little 
money was put into the roads except what 
came from the sale of bonds, and that the 
stock was not paid for “in cash at_par.”

It is evident that the high wages 
which journeymen plumbers get and their 
deliberate methods of working are not ex- 
clusively responsible for the excessive cost 
of plumbing. The master plumbers and 
the dealers in supplies strike hands with 
the journeymen to swell the bills the prop: 
erty owner has to pay. From the merchant: 
dowh to the workmen all combine to plunder 
him. He is a modern Ishmaelite, for the 
hand of every man is against him. 
A coalition of this kind is a hard one to 
deal with. It is not so conspicuous and 
offensive as a great combine which raises or 
is accused of raising the price of meat. It

people. No matter how unlawful a plumb; 
ers’ trust may be it will be difficult, if not 
impossible, to reach it with the. machinery 
of the criminal law. It will be hard to get 
evidence on which juries will convict. It is 
different with civil suits for damages. Any 
man who can show he has been damaged 
will have little trouble in getting a verdict, 
The St. Louis plumber who was boycotted 
because he would not go into the local com- 
bination got one.

THE SCHOOL OF JOURNALISM. | 

Mr. Joseph Pulitzer of the New York 
World has given $1,000,000 outright to es- 
tablish a school of journalism in connection 
with Columbia university. He will give as 
much more if the school is in successful op- 
eration at..the end of three years. The 
experiment of giving young men a training 
which would enable them ‘to go into-the 
newspaper business with some degrea,of 
knowledge of its requirements has been 
tried on a small scale. It is now to be tried 
on a large scale. Practical aud theoretical 
instruction in every department of the busi- 
ness will be given in the school which Mr, 
Pulitzer has provided with the funds which 
an institution that is to cover so broad a 
field necessarily must have. 

Mr. Pulitzer himself weut to no school of 
journalism. Like the other men who have 
built up great papers, he was his own 
teacher, and attended no school except that 
of experience. Usually such men think the 
path they have trodden is the best one to 
follow, but the editor of the World is not. 
one of them in that respect. He believes a 
school of journalism will be of decided value, 
and his opinion carries weight. . 

Certainly preliminary training in theory 
and practice is not required te get into the 
newspaper business as it is to become a 
doctor, lawyer, or minister. Though many 
schools of journalism may be founded there 
will be newspaper men in the future who | 
will achieve great success without having 
attended one of them. Nevertheless, there 
are’many things connected with. the news- 
paper business which can be taught to ad- 
vantage in a school of journalism, and he 
who can go through one will be much better 
equipped for his work than the new be-- 
ginners of the past have been.

ARBITRATION’ AGREEMENTS. 

The men who compose the Building 
Trades Employers’ association of New York 
City are straining every nerve to make the 
labor unions sign arbitration agreements, 


union which will not sign, even though that 
may mean an indefinite stoppage of build- 
ing operations and considerable personal 
loss. Here are employers who believe iu 
arbitration and insist on it. 

Mr. D. M. Parry, president ef the Manu- 
facturers’ association, does not agree with 
them. He says that “if the laws are en- 
forced there is no room for any sentimental 
conciliation or arbitration business,” and 
that “arbitration is an interference with 
free competitive conditions, and its effeets 


No sentimental nonsense for Mr. Parry. 
He would have a labor dispute fought out 
in the old way, with strike or lockout, and. 
a suspension of work until one side or the 
other cried “enough.” The-idea of work 
going on while three or five men are sitting 
at a table listening to the evidence and ar- 
guments which ‘will enable them to deter- 
mine what will be a fair settlement is ab- 
horrent to him. 

The members of the New York Building 
Trades Employess’ association and other 
employers who ask for arbitration agree- 
ments do so because they do not wish work 
to stop when there is a question at issue 
between them and the men who work for 
them. In many cases the employer may be 
put to ruinous loss if work does not go on. 
He is not for arbitration for any emotional 
reason but because it is a kind of insurance 
against less. From an economic point of 
view arbitration agreements are of decided 
value. 

Most employers are getting to understand 
that, but Mr. Parry is not amongthem. He 
belongs to the old school of manufacturers 
who wofild have no dealings with labor 
unions, and would rather submit to the 
losses a strike entailed than vary a hair’s 


right to do exactly as they pleased with their 
own. Mr. Parry may argue till he is hoarse, : 
but he cannot persuade the great body of 
employers that the effects of arbitration 
agreements are detrimental. They know 


better.

Irish rendering of their patronymic 

is “* O’Morchoe.”’ 
as kings in Wexford if ancient times, and 
until 1679 the chief: of the family, or rather 
of the clan, was known as “ The O’ Morchoe.”’ 
For some reason or other the name was 


then corrupted into Murphy. Buta few years— 


ago. the senior lineal descendant in the male 
line of the old kings of Wexford secured per- 
mission from the crown to resume the old 
name and title of ‘‘ The O’Morchoe ” and was 
presented as such to the king.at the levee 
held the other day at Dublin castle along 
with The O’Connor Don, lord lieutenant of 
the connty of Roscommon; The MacDermott, 
The O'Donoghue, and The O’Brien, who 
figures in the peerage as Lord Inchiquin. 
The crown concedes officially this prefix of 
“the” to the chief of the houses that in 
olden days exercised sovereign sway in the 
Emerald isle, and I may add that the wives 


of these chieftains are accorded, both of-. 


ficially and at court, the prefix of “‘ madam ” 
instead of ‘‘ Mrs.”’ 

With regard to the lord li€@utenant of Ros- 
common, the ‘“‘don” appended to his 
patronymic is not a surname but a title, con- 
cerning the origin of which there is some dis- 
pute, but which is.evidently derived from 
some Spanish ancestor, the family name 
being -O’ Connor. 

The O’Morchoe has large estates in Wex- 
ford, is quite rich, much interested in the 
history and in the fortunes of -his family, and 
will doubtless be glad to hear from all those 
bona fide members thereof who are estab- 
lished in this country. 


While on the subject of Ireland I may men- 
tion that Phoenix park, at Dublin, in which 
the viceregal lodge is situated, and which 
in the old dueling days was the place where 
gallant Irish gentlemen were accustomed to 
settle their little differences, derives its name 
not from the Phoenix, the mythological hero, 
brother of Europa and companion of Achilles 
to the Trojan war, but from the old Irish 
word, “ Fionn-Uisge” (pronounced ‘“ Fin- 
uiske "’), which may be translated as 
spring of running water,’’ and many will 
doubtless be interested to know that it is 
from this same word in the combination, 
“uisgebeugh,”’ that is derived the modern 
word of whisky. 

Phenix park—or the 
natives ca}l it—is the most extensive and 
beautiful in all Ireland, measuring some 
beven miles around itshoundary. It former- 
ly belonged to the Knights ‘‘ Hospitallers,”’ 
who surrendered it to King Henry VIIIL., and 
it was inclosed as a royal! deer park until the 
famous Lord Chésterfield, in the middie of 
the eighteenth century, which viceroy of 
Ireland, opened it as a public park for the 
citizens of Dublin. 


King Edward has just conferred a knight- 
hood wpon the ‘chief commissioner of the 
Dublin police, Col. Ross-of-Bladensburg, 
whd is a grandson of that Gen. Ross who 
followed up his defeat of the American army 
at Bladensburg in 1814 by capturing Wash- 
ington, where he destroyed the ‘capitol, the 
National library, and the White house, for 
the redecoration and restoration of which 
King Edward lately has conferred a gold 
medal upon the architect intrusted with the 
work. 

It is only fair to add that this work of bar- 
baric destruction, which has been strongly 
condemned by all British historians, was 
done by Gen, Ross under the most strict and 
peremptory instruction from home. The gen- 
eral, whose troops only held Washington for 
twenty-four hours, was killed a few days 
later in a skirmish before Baltimore, and his 
son, in recognition of the general's services, 
received from the crown a patent authoriz- 
ing him to add the words “of Bladens- 
burg ’’ to his name. 

Col. Sir John Ross, the head of the Dublin 
police, and chief of his family, is a Roman 
Catholic, had an elder brother who wag a 
Jesuit priest, served throughout the Egyp- 
tian campaign as an officer of the Coldstream 
guards, of which regiment he is the his- 
torian, and is a great grandson of John 
Forster, Lord Oriel, the last speaker of the 
Irish house of commons and one of the most 
vigorous foes of the union. 

Lady Ross-of-Bladensburg is a sister of 
that Lord Massereene who is likewise Lord 
Oriel, and who is married to Elizabeth, the 
only chil@ of Maj. Whyte Melville, the au- 
thor of those popular novels on sporting sub- 


jects. 


With the death in obscurity in south Africa 
of the Rt. Hon. Sir William Marriott there 
disappears another of those English public 
men of note who were so besmirched by the 
Hooley scandals as to ruin their career and 
usefulness in political life. 

Sir William’s record was indeed a strange 
one. For, having taking orders as a clergy- 
man of the church of England, he suddenly 
abandoned his ecclesiastical calling for the 
legal profession. Then he drifted into poli- 
tics, and after having secured election to 
parliament as a liberal he found it of advan- 
tage to become a convert to conservatism, 
and received his reward in the shape of a 
knighthood and the office of judge advocate 
general, which in those days carried with it 
a salary of $10,000 a year. He likewise be- 
came one of the most effective platform 
speakers for the Primrose league, and ulti- 
mately was made a member of the privy 
council. 

A remarkably clever man, there is no doubt 
that he might have aspired to higher honors 
had it not been for certain defects of char- 
acter—what might be described as moral 
obliquities—which gradually became known 
to the leading men of his party, and which 
impressed them with the prudence of elim- 
inating him at any rate from the adminis- 
tration. He thereupon devoted himself to his 
practice as a lawyer and to company promo- 
tion, was associated with the unenviably 
known Mr. Broadly in the representation of 
the interests of the late Khedive Ismael, 
both in Englahd and in Egypt, became the 
counsel of Zobehr Pasha, the ex-king of the 
slave trade of the Soudan, and then devel- 
oped into one of the most intimate associates 
of E. T. Hooley, the notorious promoter, who 
is now in the toils of the criminal law in 


England. 


When Hooley became a bankrupt-and his 
affairs were investigated by the court, the 
fact was brought to light that Sir William 
Marriott had been among those who had 
derived the largest amount of pecuniary ben- 
efit for services in making the promoter ac- 
quainted with peers of the realm and other 
distinguished personages who were in a posi- 
tion to advance his social and financiai in- 
terests. 

It ikewise came out during the course of 
the proceedings that Sir William had ac- 
cepted a large sum of money and a promise 
of more, not only for securing the admission 
of the intolerably vulgar promoter to the 
Carlton club in London, but alsd for an un- 
dertaking to secure for him either a knight- 
hood or a baronetcy, in connection with the 
diamond jubilee of Queen Victoria. This un- 
dertaking, of course, Sir William was unable 
to fulfill, and so pronounced was the disgust 
which the unsavory rdile he had played in the 
entire affair excited in the minds of his polit- 
ical associates and of the public in general 
that he found it convenient to leave Engiand 
and to transfer his residence to south Africa. 

There he attached himself to the fortunes 
of Cecil Rhodes, much in the same manner 
as the freedmen of old Rome attached t - 
selves to the fortunes of their patrons, a 
remained with him until his death, which w 
of course a severe blow to Sir William. e 
then espoused the cause of certain malcon- 
tent capitalists at Johannesburg, and up to 
the time of his demise the other day was 
directing their legal and political opposition 
in south Africa against the government, and 
in particular against Lord Milner.

“Is Human Life Still Sacred?” was the |, 
topic of the Rev. B. S. Winchester’s sermon 
in the New England church yesterday. He 


“If we examine present conditions there 
are indications which seem to show that we 
are in danger of losing the spirit of brotherly 
interest, the feelingyof brotherly responsi- 
bility. which form the only true basis for 
human society. We are in danger of ignoring 
the great fact, which is one of the first truths 
of divine revelation, that human life, in and 
nut of itself, is sacred. 

“ We may cheerfully and gratefully admit 
that a most astonishing development of life 
saving and life enriching appliances has been 
enjoyed during the last century. The fact, 
however, remains that in spite of the prog- 
ress in science, in the arts, and in education 
human life is today held to be astonishingly 
and inexcusably cheap. Moreover, the prog- 
ress of civilization has in itself increased the 
complexity and strenuousness of life, multi- 
plied the gources of danger, and actually 
made the struggie for existence harder and 
more burdensome. 

“ We ought to realize that a progress which 
costs such a price in human life as is repre- 
sented in the long list of victims from rail- 
way disasters, electric wires, and nervous 
fisorders—not to speak of homicides and mob 
murders—is too dearly bought."’

Illinois Delegation at One Hotel Nam- 
bers 250, and All Are Not In—Gen. 
Miles and Party Reaches City and 
He Comes Out Strong for Gen. Black 
as Commander-in-Chief—Latter Is 
Believed Certain to Secure the 
Office.

San Francisco, .Cal., Aug. 16.—{ Special. 
The Grand Army encampment, which for- 
mally opens here on Tuesday, promises to be 
one of the best had in years, despite the dis- 


ance most of the veterans have had to travel. 


There are now nearly 20,000 members of the 
G. A. R. in this city, and it is expected that 
several thousand will reach here tomorrow 
on delayed trains. 

Todey nineteen special trains arrived, 
bringing 6,000 people. At one hotel 250 Illi- 
nois veterans are registered, but many more 
are expected today. Of the Iowa delegation 
850 arrived on a delayed special, and three 
specjal cars of Iowans are expected tomor- 
row. None of the Indiana delegations have 
reached here as yet. They are in charge of 
Gen. Lew Wallace, and are supposed to have 
stopped over in Salt Lake City. 

The city is beautifully decorated, the feat- 
ure of Market street being tall] poles on each 
side of the street for many blocks, each sur- 
mounted by an American flag, with a cluster 
of smaller flags below. From each pole are 
strung lines of electric lights across the street, 
and at the junction of Market, Third, and 
Kearney streets is a big arch, covered with 
lights and bas-relief pictures of scenes in the 
civil war. 


Miles and Party Arrive. 


Among prominent arrivals today were 
Lieut. Gen. Miles and party from Chicago. 
Gen. Miles arranged for a meeting in Chi- 
cago with several of his old army associates 
and the party then crossed the continent in 
special cars. Among them were Gen. Nathan 
Church of Ithaca, Mich.; Gen. John 8. Mc- 
Bwen of Albany, N. Y.; Maj. Black of Valley 
Falls, N. D.; Maj. Alex. Sweeney of Steuben- 
ville, O., all retired from service, and Gen. 
George W. Baird, who was with Gen. Miles 
in his Indian campaigns, and Col. Henry H. 
Adams of New York. The first four were 
on Gen. Miles’ division staff when he was in 
command of the first two divisions of the 
army corps of the army of the Potomac. 
Gen. Miles was asked about the reports 
that he was a candidate for Grand Army 
commander. He said: ‘‘I am not a candi- 
date and I would not be a candidate against 
Gen. Black. Black has been promised the 
office of commander-in-chief by a large num- 
ber of officials, and personally he is a com- 
petent man, with a splendid war record, and 
fully able to fulfill the duties of the office. 
No one would decline the honor of this high 
office and no one needs to seek it.”’ 


Officers Are Strenuous. 


Gen. Miles and his party drove out to Clift 
house this afternoon, but amazed the car- 
riage drivers by getting out of the vehicles 
when they had reached the entrance to 
Golden Gate park on their return and walk- 
ing four miles to their hotel. They said the 
walk would give them a better chance to see 
the city and also would give them a better 
appetite for dinner. 

The election of Gen. Black of Illinois as 
commander in chief is conceded by all. The 
general, who was greatly fatigued by his 
overland journey. has already felt the benefit 
of the cool climate and declared today that 
one or two good nights’ rest would make a 
new man of him. Gen. E! Torrance of Min- 
neapolis is strongly in favor of Black and 
his support has brought many delegations to 
vote for the Illinois man.

to devote all their time to the dairies.

MUCH MILK BAD ON ARRIVAL. 


Health Department Gives Figures on 
Week’s Inspection, Which Are Fa- 
vorable to Local Dealers. 


The greater part of\the bad milk found by 
the health department inspectors last week 
was in that condition e it reached Chi- 
¢ago, according to the s weekly 
bulletin. 

“Out of 760 samples os milk and cream 
Snalyzed in the laboratory during the week,”’ 

sSays the bulletin. “ 60 were found below 
Brade. Among these 760 samples from all 
sources there were 112 taken at the trains— 
before the milk had come into the possession 
of the city dealer. Out of these 112 samples 
4 were found below the standard of butter 
fat and 40 below the standard.of total solids. 

“Thus, while the per cent of samples below 
Srade from all sources was only 7.9.per cent, 
the proportion of samples below grade in the 
milk and cream before the city dealer had an 
Opportunity to tamper with it was nearly 

.2 per cent.”’ 

Regarding the general health of the city 
the bulletin has this to say: 

“Although the anticipated inorease of 
typhoid fever has resulted to as great an 
*xtent as was feared (from the pollution of 
the city water several weeks since), it has 
Rot yet been reflected in the mortality. Near- 
ly all hospitals report an increase of cases— 
the net figures being about 28 per cent 

Greater than for the previous week. But the 
typhoid deaths reported are decreasing—only 
6 during the week. as against 11 the week 


last year. With a higher tempereture and 
the return of summer vacationists, however, 
the typhoid deaths will undoubtedly increase. 
“ The other infective and infectious diseases 
Temain about stationary, except as to small- 
pox, ten new cases of which were discovered 
and removed to the isolation hospital. 

The week's mortality rate is again remark- 
ably low. The 483 total deaths reported 
fepresent an annual rate of only 13.36 per 
1,000 of population. This is 6 per cent less 
than the rate of the previous week, 8.7 per 
tent less than that of the corresponding week 
of last year, and nearly one-fifth—18.3 per 
cent—less than the average August rate of 
previous decade.”

It was also worthy of note to observe that 
the bankers who had been advocates of a 
quiet market and who had discouraged over- 
speculation for the rise because it tended 
to disband loans, were themselves the leaders 
in expanding loans and doing what they 
had deprecated in others. So it would ap- 
pear that the currency system can be made 
to work stoeks up or work stocks down, and 
it may suggest to some congressmen that 
the present system isn't so bad after al® 

Another phase of the market at this time 
seems to be the fact that the rich men who 
had all the stock some time ago now have 
more, and what they are going to do with 
ift must be a matter for speculation. But 
owning all the stocks and owning the banks 

d controlling the resources of the treas- 
ries of the railroads and New York life 
dnsurance companies, it has been a difficuit

The commission houses*of New York and 
Chicago are bare of stocks. Some of them 
have but. 15 per cent of the amount they 
had-one year ago. So when William Rocke- 
feller, the railroads, and other financial in- 


terests began buying stocks last week they . 


‘were not met with large deliveries from com- 
mission houses, for the latter had not de- 
iveries to make. With the large volume of 
short contracts and no stocks to borrow, the 
short interest has been naturally helpless and 
has been accorded the reward which accom- 
panies selling property that the seller does 
not possess. 


Indifferent Bank Statement. 
The bank statement Saturday made an tn- 
different showing so far as the figures were 
concerned.

Wholesale Trade Quiet. 

The week did not gevelop much to change 
the,character of the leading wholesale mar- 
kets of the city. They are all reasonably 
active, though in comparison with conditions 
which would be normal at any season ex- 
cept midsummer they must be called quiet. 
Conditions are, however, seasonable and fair ; 
quantities of everything in the way of staples 
are moving. 

Dry goods buyers are coming into the mar- 


activity is yet to develop. Bills that have 
been sold to date show the same proportion 
of high class merchandise noted in spring 
purchases. It is also certain that buyers 
generally are not inclined to buy heavily, as 
many goods in various lines have already 
been purchased in advance. Retail mer- 
chants in the main appreciate the price situa- 
tion. They know that while jobbers’ prices 
in all lines are not prohibitively high many 
lines cost proportionately more at first hand 
than with jobbers. 

In cases where manufacturers have ad- 
vanced prices they have little difficulty in 
maintaining new schedules. It is certain 
that high prices at first hands are impeding 
the movement of business, but new lists are 
not made from choice; but because condi- 
tions actually demand them. Advanced 
prices for prints are now in force in most 
lines, and manufacturers who named new 
prices have already received a good many 
orders on the new basis. 


Insufficient Cars for Coal. 
The coal trade is complaining more or less 
of a scarcity of cars. The Black Diamond 
says: 
“The question of transportation seems to 
be uppermost in the minds of many coal ship- 
pers at this time. During the last week there 
have been frequent delays in securing cars, 
and some instances mines have been 
obliged to close down in Indiana and Illinois, 
owing to the shortage of cars or the con- 
gestion along lines of road reaching some of 
the principal mining centers. But conditions 
in the west have not been nearly as bad as 
from points in Ohio, West Virginia, and 
western Pennsylvania, where the mines in 
guite a number of instances are working 
only half time. 
“ The car shortage Is having no immediate 
effect, other than to lead shippers to give 
more careful attention Ao the future and to 
take careful cognizance of everything which 
is likely to have a bearing on the transporta- 
tion problem from the early part of October 
till the end of March. In some quarters it is 
felt that as much difficulty will be experi- 
enced in getting coal forward the. coming 
winter as was experienced a year ago, while 
in others it is said railroads have promised, 
and have taken steps to keep that promise, 
that there would be an improved service. 
‘Transportation will have more or less of an 
influence on prices from this time forward, 
and when there are delays in movement or 
shippers are embargoed on certain lines, thus 
creating a'temporary scarcity of coal, it is 
probable that values will show a straonger 
tone, while these conditions last. 
“ Prices on bituminous coals are stronger 
this week than last, and the sentiment of 
both the retailer and shipping trade is much 
better than it was. Coal is moving more 
freely, without any question, and while there 
has been no recovery to full prices in all 
instances, the general tendency of values has 
been toward increased firmness.” 


Metals Moderately Active. 


Conditions tin both pig iron and steel are 
moderately-active. On this market the Iron 
and Machinery World says: 
“ The buying has not permeated all classes 
of meliters, but is slowly creeping downward 
from the few large concerns, whose pur- 
chases in tonnage’ are monumental. Side by 
side with the malleable iron interests which 
took the initiative must now be placed the 
implement makers, who after wrestling with 
the furnacemen for many months, slowly 
overcoming the ideas of these furnacemen 
as to pig iron values, have now closed for 
requirements, extending through at least 
the balance of the year. It is a victory for 
the buyers. These implement makers know 
to a cent what it costs to make pig iron, 
and it is not supposed that they were willing 
to buy with a heavy margin of profit be- 
tween. There are furnacemen who have ac- 
cepted a slice of these heavy orders with the 
utmost indifference, because of this razor- 
width profit. But the transaction has an im- 
portant bearing on the general trade. It has 
fixed a limit. It has built an adamantine wall 
behind the sellers. It has given tone to the 
market. 

“There are some interests which say the 
market looks a little stronger than a week 
or two ago. These conditions are limited 
in their application to Lake Superior irons, 
which shared generously in the late buying. 
But southern frons are not so easily disposed 
of. There is a level at which the smaller 
furnaces have been selling, $12.00 to $12.50 
Birmingham for No. 2, and there is a price 
to which the larger producers are holding, 
$13.50 Birmingham. The uncertain thing 
about southern iron is whether the large 
producers will adhere to the $13.50 basis or 
drop to the open market level. Their pres- 
ent attitude is to adhere, and the small 
producers may soon be so filled. with orders 
that the market will become buoyant.” 


Lumber Moving Steadily. 

All branches of the lumber trade report a 
fair state of activity. “‘ Judging from the 
Appearance of the shipping tracks in the 
yards,” says the American Lumberman,,

the August disposition of lumber is not to be 
despised, though dealers confess that thére 
is a seasonable moderation in demand. 
Yards equipped with full assortments and al- 
ways ready to ship on any sudden and urgent 
requirement report a fair amount of business. 
Dealers who take carload orders for shipment 
directly from the mills also report a satisfac- 
tory summer movement. All are looking for 
a pronounced increase of demand when the 
time shall come for fall trade to be manifest. 

“ Locally there is the usual call from the 
contractors, planing mills, and manufactur- 
ers, the amount of dfstribution being to 4 
degree measured by activity or otherwise in 
building operations. In the last named re- 
spect there could be more doing: since any 
careful observer in the city and suburbs can 
see that there is less construction than in 
some former seasons. No boom is prevailing 
in the building line. nor does there seem to be 


going because of the small receipts and 
the sharp reduction in the crop prospect in 
the northwest, one crop expert, Jones of 
the Commercial West, estimating the yield 
of the Dakotas and Minnesota at only 147,- 
000,000 bu, compared with 186,000,000 bu a 
year ago. 

‘As supplies from the old crop are prac- 
tically exhausted and more nearly so than 
ever before in the history of the trade, barely 
1,000,000 bu now in store in Minneapolis, 
millers seem justified in their uneasiness with 
a possibility of 40,000,000 bu less to grind the 
coming year. The government report con- 
firmed the claims of serious reduction in the 
condition of the spring wheat crop, and al- 
though suggesting a yield 20,000,000 bu great- 
er than the Jones estimate, it did not hold 
out the hope for more than a total of 635,- 
000,000 bu, or 35,000,000 bu less than raised 
last year, a lamentable falling off from a 
promise which earlier in the season crop ¢X~- 
perts and theorists alike were confident 
meant a yield of fully 800,000,000°bu. 

There was no disposition in this market to 
tuke alarm over the reduced estimates, the 
uneasiness in Wall street and the dull ex- 
port demand influencing holders. to take 
profits and keeping buyers out of the mar- 
ket. It needed the stimulus of a sharp spurt 
at Minneapolis -to start Chicago going, but 
with the price of No. 1 northern wheat in 
Minneapolis marked up several cents daily 
until it reached $1.91, an advance of over 
10c in a week, and with the September de- 
livery in that market up half as much, it 
was impossible for the September shorts 
here to view the situation with equanimity, 
and the bulls took fresh courage. With the

JUDD OF 8ST. LOUIS AND JOHNs- 
TON OF CHICAGO EVEN. 


Uedemann of Chicago May Also Join 
Them and Cause a Triple Tie in the 
Western Tournament, in Which 
Event the Championship Will Be 
Played Off Next Falilat St. Louis—Re- 
sume of the Contests and of Work of 
the Various Players. 


The final two rounds of the Western Chess 
association tournament were played yester- 
day, a round being played in the morning 
to expedite matters and allow the visitors 
to leave for home in the evening. 

In the morning round Fleet, Wauchope, 
Taylor, and Hine forfeited to Frank, Madsen, 
Lee, and Widmeyer, respectively. Judd 
clinched his hold on at least second prize by 
defeating Medinus, Johnston defeated Bige- 
low, Smith beat Eppens, and Schrader beat 
Spencer. 

In the seventeenth round in the afternoon 
Hine, Fleet, Wauchope, and Taylor for- 
feited to Schrader, Uedemann, Judd, and 
Johnston, respectively. Medinus beat Bige- 
low, Madsen beat Spencer, Smith beat Wid- 
meyer, Lee beat Frank, and the Elliott- 
Eppens game was postponed. 

The interest in the afternoon centered in 
the adjourned Uedemann-Johnston game, in 
which the former had the pull of the position. 
If Johnston won this game he would secure 
first prize, while if Uedemann won it he would 
secure the coveted honor. Mr. Uedemann by 
a hasty move allowed his opponent to draw 
and as a result Judd and Johnston are tietl 
for first prize with 14% wins and 2% losses 
each, while Mr. Uedemann will also tie with 
them in case he wins his adjourned game with 
Eppens, in which he has a pull én the posi- 
tion. In this contingency Uedemann, Judd, 
and Johnston will divide first, second, and 
third prizes and will play a triangula? tour- 
nament for the championship in St. Louis 
next fall. 

The fourth and fifth prizes are contingent 
on the result of the Eppens-Elliott game. 


Popular Opening Move. 

The Ruy Lopez and queen’s gambit de- 
clined were the most frequently practiced 
débuts in the tournament, and while the 
whites won with former in a majority of the 
games the defense in the Ruy Lopez attacks 
came out with flying colors by a decisive ma- 
jority. 

Max Judd was beaten by Johnston and 
Uedemann and drew with Eppens, winning 
the majority of his games. Johnston lost to 
Eppens, drew with Lee, Medinus, and Uede- 
mann, winning the balance. 

Uedemann lost to Schrader and Elliott, 
drew with Johnston, and will play off his 
adjourned game with Eppens this morning. 

Schrader lost four games to Elliott, John- 
ston, Judd, and Medinus, 

Elliott lost to Bigelow, Johnston, Judd, and 
Medinus and has a postponed game on his 
hands with Eppens. 

Eppens lost to Lee, Medinus, and Schrader, 
drew with Windmeyer, Bigelow, and Judd, 
and has a postponed game with Eniott and 
an adjourned game with Uedemann to play. 

Medinus lost to Frank, Judd, Uedemann, 
and Spencer and drew with Johnston. 

The tournament was a most successful one 
in every way, indicating that there is plenty 
of chess talent in the west. Eliott, the Min- 
neapolis expert, who revels in scintillating 
gambits; Schrader, the brilliant St. Louis 
chess student; Eppens, thrice champion of 
the Ohio Chess association; and Medinus, 
winnér of the recent “ practice ’ tournament 
in the Chicago Chess club, areall young play- 
ers who have brilliant chess futures and will 
become even more dangerous in future west- 
ern tournaments than they are today. Max 
Judd played sound, accurate chess, losing 
only to his two leading competitors, his game 
with Schrader being particularly brilliant. 

Johnston spoiled his record by going to 
pieces on Thursday, when he lost one and 
drew two games. 

Yesterday morning Uedemann looked like 
an easy winner’ with only his defeat by 
Schrader to mar his score, but a defeat by 
Elliott and a draw with Johnston dragged 
him down. > 
Most Brilliant Play. 

The “brilllancy’”’ of the tournament was 
Uedemann's six move mate against Judd. 
It was problematic in character and none 
but an expert would have thought it a pos- 
sibility of the position, 

A game which was probably discussed 
more than any other in the tournament was 
the Johnston-Schrader game. It was an 
interlocked position, in which each side had 
two bishops and the Chicago player had four 
pawns to three. Schrader, by an injudicious 
bishop move, lost in eighty moves, but the 
experts were divided as to whether Johnston 
could have won had Schrader made the best 
moves. The players frequently analyzed the 
game to 150 or more moves, it being won or 
drawn about equally. The position is as 
follows: 

White has K at K B 2, B at K B6, Bat K 2, 
and pawns at K 38, Q 4, K B4,and K R4. Black 
has K at Q 3, Bat K Kt 3, Bat Q B 8, and pawns 
at K 3, Q4, and K B4 

The next tournament will, be held in St. 
Louis in September, 1904, and if the present 
sentiment of the leading western players isa 
criterion the sectional grouping of players, 
which was proposed by the executive com- 
mittee this year, but overruled by the con- 
testants, will certainly be adopted. This will 
eliminate a large number of games and will 
tend to accurate rather than strenuous chess.

Drive Without Effort. 


The Englishmen made a good impression 
upon those who watched their play, and 
the members of the all-western team who 
were out for practice were not at all encour- 
aged over their prospects. The visitors 
played steadily and accurately, hut, with the 
exception of C. H. Alison, none is as de- 
liberate in his style as most American play- 
ers are. They simply take a quick survey 
of the situation and then bang away at the 
ball, even in approaching and putting. Their 
strokes are easy and apparently require lit- 
tle effort, yet the drives are long and usually 
straight on the course. 

C. D. Barne made the banner drive of the 
day. He drove into the second bunker from 
the twelfth tee, a distance of 275 yards. Pro- 
fessional James Foulis, who saw the drive, 
said it was the first time any one had driven 
that far on the course. The second bunker 
is supposed to hazard ‘the second stroke, 
but it caught Barne’s first. In driving Barne 
does not take any aim at all, but simply puts 
his ball in position and drives away with an 
easy swing, but he gets plenty of distance. 

The visitors had little to say concerning 
the course, either in favor of or against. 
Mention was made, however, of the putting 
greens, which are. more stiff than those in 
England and require a harder stroke to make 
the distance. This bothered them and caused 
the loss of many putts.

Cut the Sod for Strokes.
